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Army Corps of Engineers seeks public comment
on Red River Army Depot environmental document

The Fort Worth District, U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, is accepting comments on the
Environmental Assessment for the Installation Integrated Pest Management Plan for the Red River
Army Depot.

Implementation of the plan would help the Depot accomplish the Army’s mission of
incorporating integrated pest management measures to prevent pests and disease vectors from
causing unacceptable damage to operations, people, property, material and the environment. The plan
would use an integrated pest management approach that implements mechanical, physical, biological
and chemical controls to manage pest species on the Depot. This alternative was found to provide the
most effective, safe and efficient means for pest control at the Depot, and was determined to be more
economically feasible and least detrimental to the environment than other alternatives considered.
